HARROWING SCENES IN

Tokyo, Yesterday. 

Harrowing scenes are reported 
from the carthquake stricken 
districts on the north east coast of 
Japan where tens of thousands of 
people are rendered homeless. 

They spert a miserable night 
in the open or in rickety shelters 
improvised trom wreelage Lat 
by the receding waves. 

Occasional after-shocks com- 
bined with enow and sleet added 
to {he terror and discomfort of 
the halpless victima. 

Grim scenes were witners- 
ed. men and women dis- 
tractedly sccking for traces 
of their children and other 
relatives, or identifying 
corpses washed ashore. 
Improvised hospitals and re- 

Hef stations, erected at various 
points, are working desperately 
to relieve the suffering. . Military 
and civilians are co-operating 
with the work of rendering as- 
sistance. 

More than 20 villages in the 
Iwate Prefecture are reported 
to be completely wiped wut, 

The death roll is rapidly yrow- 
ing, and the latest official figures, 
give the number of dead as 
1,635, 

In addition, 948 are still miss- 
ing and 338 ure injured.

British Companies May 
Reduce Fares. 


RESTORING PROSPERITY TO 
RAILWAYS. 


(Reuter's Special Service.) 


London, Yesterday. 

A big bid to restore rail- 
way prosperity by a drastic 
reduction in fares was fore- 
shadowed by Mr. William 
Whitelaw, Chairman of the 
I. N, E. R., when presiding 
at the annual meeting of the’ 
London, North Eastern Rail- 
way to-day. 

After an allusion to the at- 
tractions of reverting to the pre- 
war rate of Id per mile from the 
present rate of 1J4d. Mr. White- 
law said that the - Companies 
were giving careful considera- 
tion to the matter, including the 
riske involved. An important 
announcement, he said, would be 
made shortly. 

Four railway groups had given 
12-monthe’ notice. to terminate 
the industrial arrangement under 
which all questions of the con- 
ditions of employment are ad- 
judicated by the National Wages 
Board. 

In the meantime, however, 
they were willing to discuss 
some other more suitable form of 
procedure.

Agriculture Claims

RAPID EXODUS OF CITIES. 
Washington. 

The powerful magnet of three 
gquare meals a day and a com- 
fortable place to sleep has lured 
ro many Americans from the 
bright lights of the cities that 
the nations’ farm population is 
approaching the record 32,000,- 
000 esfablished in 1910. 

So rapidly has the city-to- 
farm mavement ‘continued dur- 
ing the lust three yenrs of de- 
pression that government = ex- 
perts believe the number living 
on the soil at the end of this 
year will be only — slightly below 
the penk figure. 

While there is a large normal 
flow of population to and from 
the farms, the accelerated drift 
country-ward in recent years ia 
attributed to economie  condi- 
tions Behind the city dwellers 
decision to Jeave, officials said, 
lay the believe that they could 
at least obtain a living on a farm. 

Until 1930, the drift was to- 
ward the cities, but in that year 
416,000 more persons went to the 
farma than the number leaving.

THE CREDITANSTALT 
PROBLEM. 


Urgent Settlement 
Necessary. 


AUSTRIA’S GUARANTEE. 


Vienna. 

The scttlement of the Creditan- 
atalt problem has become an urgent 
necessity both for the state finances 
and the Austrian currency. 

The state is Interested as it 
ranted a general guarantee for all 
Habilities of the bank in the sum- 
mer of 1931, while the indebtedness 
of the Creditanstalt towards the 
National Rank of Austria has reach- 
ed an excessive level since May 1931, 

During: the second half of 1932 
the Austrinn Government succeeded 
in the consolidation of some 1,000,+ 
000,000 schillings worth of stock of 
the = total ~~ liabilities of — the 
Creditanstalt estimated at 1,200. 
000,000 to 1,250,000,0U0 schillings. 

The grenter part of this can- 
solidated stock is represented by the 


formor commercial indebtedness of 
the Creditunstalt to the national 
bank amounting to 571,000,000 
schillings, which has been converted 
in n direct state obligation to the 
national bank. | 

The balance of the stock, consist- 
ing of 420,000,000 schillings, repre- 
sents the foreign debt of the 
Creditanstalt, By the agreement 
signed In London on November 17, 
1932, the Austrian state guarantee 
of these foreign abilities is 
abolished. 

On the other hand, the state fs 
under an oblisration to redeem about; 
one-third of the debt, while two- 
thirds shold be — consolidated 
through the delivery of Creditan- 
stalt shares, and shares and bonds, 
of n holding company to be formed 
out of the foreign assets of the 
Creditanstalt. No complete agree- 
ment on this matter has yet been 
reached and negotintions are being 
continued.—Reuter, 


DUTCH EAST INDIES 
LOANS. 


Redemption Of Sterling 
Issues. 


Amaterdam. 

The Netherlands East Indies 
Government haa decided to redeem 
entirely the £5,000,000 Six per 
Cent Lorn of 1921, “C" Series, and 
the £6,000,000 Five per Cant Loan 
of 1923, “B” Series, on July 1 and 
August Ih 1933, respectively. 

In January, 1932, the Dutch 
Indian Government concluded con- 
tracts with the Netherlands Bank 
and \the Bunk of Java by , which 
these banks agreed to acll to the 
Government sterling amounting to 
£10,764,000 at a rate between 

5 and F1.9.45 to the 4. 

The following July the Dutch 
Minister of Vinunce was authoris- 
ed to, grant u special credit to the 
Dutch Indian Government for the 
purpose of plucing at this Govern- 
ment's disposal the funds neces- 
kary, a3 soon as it decided to re- 
deem the sterling loans. It has 
now been decided that this re- 
demption shall be affected on the 
dates stated and that the purchase 
of sterling shall take place at the 
rate of FI9.25. * 

The Dutch Government will 
against this issue Three and 
a-Half per Cent Trensury bills, 
which will be handed to the 
Netherlands Bank and Bank of 
Java, This means that actually 
the Five per Cent and Six per Cent 
sterling loans of the Dutch Indian 
Government will be converted into 
Three and a-Holf per Cent Florin 
loan,

The keeper will only be required 
to start and stop. the ight cach 
night and morning.
